If the w ater and gasoline are just 
mixed together, the lighter gasoline 
separates and rises to the top. But 
properly emulsified the result is a 
cleaner-burning 
product 
and 
one 
which provides better mileage per 
gallon, proponents say. 


Final report planned 
“ We're going to try to w rite up a 
final report by the end of July,” Mr. 
W lldermuth says. “We’ve been run­ 
ning tests daily to see how the m ixture 
works. 
“ We have tried some experim ents 
using up to 50 percent w ater, but 
we’ve concentrated our testing to 13 
and 25 percent. The 25 percent w ater 
mixture seem s to be the optir6um .” 
The emulsified fuel was developed 
by W alter J. Ewbank, Oklahoma 
University professor of aerospace, 
m echanical, and nuclear engineering. 
Although the current fuel shortage 
has heightened interest in his work, 
increased gasoline mileage w asn’t his 
only goal when he started the ex­ 
perim ents at UCLA in 1965. He also 
was looking for a way to cut down on 
the trem endous amount of pollutants 
automobiles em it in urban areas. 
Dr Ewbank figures that with a 13 
percent w ater mixture, there should 
be nearly a 13 percent saving In fuel 
cost. The emulsifying m achinery is 
inexpensive, he says, and “w ater is 
nice and cheap." 
But mainly, the m ixture produces 
im proved octane perform ance, sub­ 
stantial reductions in carbon-mono- 
xide and nitrogen-oxide emissions

A hundred years ago, give or take a few decades, when 
Southwestern w as young, its students came mostly from 
the farm and their admitted aim was to achieve an 
education that would make it possible tor them to get 
away from the drudgery of wresting a living from the 
soil 
PERHAPS IRONICALLY, if Southwestern should 
follow a still faint trail, begun two years ago by Miami 
University, it would offer its students and townspeople 
the opportunity and know-how of producing things to eat 
from a rented garden' 
Two years ago Miami University staked off some land 
that it ow nod and advertised for individuals and families 
to rent the small plots for $7.50 per year Originally the 
program began with 75 plots rented, this year the JO by 60 
foot plots, plowed by the university, number 190 
Director of the family garden project is Kenneth 
Havens, who is in charge of campus services. It was his 
job to see to it that a suitable f ield close to the town was 
•raked out, and to handle the requests for the plots Mr 
Havens wasn't much impressed with the idea at tirst 
but when the original 75 lots were snapped up he 
became a believer 
“ I think it turned out to be a great thing for the com­ 
munity,” he says “ I had a garden plot myself and en­ 
joyed it very much ” 


•COMMUNITY GARDENING is a way for families 
without land to save money on their food bill, especially 
during the summer months,' says Mr. Howard. “ Many 
of them \s ill preserve and can what they grow 
Walking through the neat rows of vegetables, an ob­ 
server sees evidence of a lot of planning and hard work 
Some plots are helter-skelter and grown over with weeds. 
Most, however, are well weeded and orderly.

Has the President slipped off the hook?

From the hinterlands 
It is a daring thought and one Hut 
flies In the face of the conventional 
wisdom in Washington on W atergate: 
But could it be that, in just the last few 
days, the President has slipped off che 
hook? 
Perhaps it was Mr Nixon’s trip to 
the M ideast and the Ntxon-Kissinger 
accom plishm ents in that deeply trou­ 
bled region, perhaps It was the feeling 
that Mr Nixon was about to score new 
points In his efforts for peace on his 
visit to Moscow. 
But - whatever the reasons — this 
reporter Is suddenly finding som e­ 
thing new in the wind. a growing 
willingness on the part of the P resi­ 
dent’s severest critics to say, in 
effect 
We’ve 
pumm eled 
him 
enough. L et’s let him finish his term 
- it’s only about two years now.’’ 
Reflective of this growing view was 
the opinion of a Des Moines house­ 
wife, an avowed “ Nixon hater.” who 
says, “ We’ve really given it to him for 
months. I think we should let him 
alone now - so he can govern again. 
I’m getting tired of W atergate myself. 
Much a 9 I dislike Nixon. I think it is 
time to get on to other things.” 
From the West Coast a grizzled 
W esterner put it this way 
I’ve been 
saying, 
get Nixon out of there.’ 
But time is beginning to run out on 
him, he's only about two years away 
from finishing his term . He’s now 
doing a good job in foreign affairs 
And he certainly can’t have another 
W atergate - with everybody watch 
ing him 


I think it would be better to have an 
experienced Nixon in there than an 
Inexperienced Ford. It ll take Ford 
two years just to get to know his job." 
If, indeed, critics of the President 
are beginning to relent on W atergate, 
to let him up off the m at at least a 
little bit, then the latest Gallup poll 
may well be correct. It shows the 
num bers of Am ericans wanting presi­ 
dential Impeachment has dropped 
from 48 to 44 percent. 
It m eans, too. that this appearance 
of a shifting in public opinion could 
well confirm the President’s long- 
held thesis: 
that he could resist 
efforts to oust him from office if he 
could “ tough It out” long enough 
Our findings Indicate that time is 
now beginning to run In Mr. Nixon’s 
favor - time is beginning to be on the 
President s side. 
Yet one hesitates to report .these 
findings when, at the sam e time, the 
oracles of political wisdom in W ash­ 
ington are persisting in their view 
that momentum is still building fast 
toward presidential Impeachment. 
In fact, we have been living so close 
to the Washington pundits for so many 
m onths that we can hardly believe the 
signs in the hinterlands which do not 
proclaim with certainty 
Just ahead 
- the end of the President ’ Instead 
they are now saying 
Nixon im ­ 
peachm ent'’ 
Perhaps 
Or 
even 
“presidential ouster 
It hon* 
is too 
late.” 
Therefore 
unable to >hake our 
W ashington point ot view 
question 


our own findings as we move through 
the West and Midwest. How can we 
report what appears to be the begin­ 
ning of a public opinion swing to 
Nixon on im peachm ent - we ask 
ourselves — when another highly 
regarded pollster, H arris, Is finding, 
for the first tim e, that more than half 
of the publip now favors im peach­ 
m ent” Perhaps H arris, not Gallup is 
correct — we rem ind ourselves. 
How can we report a trend toward 
Nixon when the House Judiciary 
Committee has yet to report out its 
expected bill of im peachm ent 
- 
charges which could, of themselves, 
do much to strengthen the case 
against the President? 
What, too, will Charles Colson's 
testimony do to the P resident’s pos* 
hon” 
And how about the steady tattoo of 
new 
developm ents, 
disclosures, 
leaks, and charges which are certain 
to beat on the head of the President 
for days and weeks to com e” Isn t 
this, in point of fact, the very worst 
time even to hint that the President 
has eluded his p u rsuers” 
Here it is im portant to make the 
point that what we have been dis­ 
cerning on our travels cannot and 
should not be described as a pro 
Nixon tide or even a boomlet for 
Nixon We are not saying there is a 
sudden rise in Nixon popularity 
What 
.ire saying is that we are 
finding what might be called a kind of 
a -drug of the shoulders among at 
U-asi 'Ollie OI those people who had - 


up till now — been calling for trtx 
ouster of the President. I t's a ‘‘w ei 
m ight - as - well - keep - him - his • 
term - is - alm ost - over" point of view. 
W hat we are seeing might be called 
an em erging passivity, or something 
In that direction, among those who 
w ere angry with Mr. Nixon 
over 
W atergate. 
These are not people who would be 
deeply disturbed lf their representa­ 
tives voted for im peachm ent. But the 
attitude of these Nixon critics still Is 
highly significant. Any cooling of the 
“get-Nixon” sentim ent at the voter 
level tends to take the fire out of those 
m em bers of the House who have 
Im peachm ent on their minds Thus, 
with the prospects of im peachm ent 
now running — it is said — at about SO­ 
SO, this is the kind of voter-optnion 
shift which might well tip the final 
vote on the side of the President

“ ( I he company I appreciated, 
without the plaintiff’s consent, his 
name, his personality, and what- 
e,ei influence he may have pus 
sessed. lins they had no right to 
do." 
I tiis case illustrates the crow 
ing recognition of the right of 
privacy as a legal doctrine. Often 
called "the right to be let alone,” 
it has already been applied in a 
w alc variety of situations 
Another example arose when an 
obstetrician, summoned to a wom­ 
an's home to deliver het baby, 
brought a young man into the 
bedroom with him. 
The woman assumed that tile 
stranger was some sort of med­ 
ical aide Only afterward did she 
learn that he was merely a per­ 
sonal friend of the doctor She 
sued for an intrusion on hoi pri­ 
vacy, and the court upheld her 
claim. 
Of course, the light of privacy 
is not unlimited. It must !>e rec­ 
onciled with other rights with 
w high it may conflict. I bus: 
A man who was mugged on a 
downtown street objected to the 
publicity 
that appeared 
in the 
local press He argued in a court 
hearing that, as a private indiv ! 
na! w hi* had done no wrong he 
was entitled to the shelter of the 
piivacy doctrine. 
Rut tire court pointed out that 
whether he liked ii or not, he was 
“ newsworthy"—a legitimate ob­
